than a instteh for the former ? It was 
not that the science of war had been 
brought to ^eater perfection on the 
ba&ii^f we Bhikethan on those of 

,,<if]tb.e. .Seine. It was simply becauHo 
Bidwtedge was with the battalions 
of Prussia. Every soldier M'as not 
only a man but a scholar, — bringing 
to the fiontfist an educated brain as 
well as drilled muscde. The matter 
was more thouroughlv directed by 
mind in the one case than in the other, 
," and hence it was that victory porchod 
on the banners of PruKsiii. This j^rciit 
truth has been adniilted by Franco. 
It has been recognised by the civil- 
ized world. France learned a lesson 

Vr)4iiiHier»viate struggle with Germany; 
and she lias laid that lesson to heart. 
Did she turn attention to tlio ])i)ssililc 
improvement of the rilie and ihv niit- 
rnillouso as soou as the war was ended? 
Scarcely had the victorious army ro- 

. passed the Vosges on their return 
.home when eminent and experienced 
educationists were called into requisi- 
tion for the imrposo of do vising and 
maturing an odxrcationnl sy.sti'ni 
for the massof). Those at the hoad of 
afi'aira had sense enough to see that it 
was not in the science and material im- 
plements and appliancee of war that 
France's weakness lay; but iu the' un- 
, educated brains of the luasse.s. And 

^ ,, , speing this, they have gone to work 
w^ithan earnestness whicli promises 
Ho leave France second to no nalioji 
in respect to the true power — Know- 
ledge. Indeed, our own nation wouUl 
do well too look to her laurels in to 
matter of oducatiou; for she has boon 
none to quick to give practical ell'cct tlie 
her recognition of the fact that Know- 
ledge is Power, aud that, nowadays, a 
nation must be educated in order to be 

Eoworful. To come nearer home, the 
•omiuion of Canada may justly feel 
proud of possessing about the most 
perfect and successful educational 
^ isystem in the world . It is proper to 
"State, however, that education has not 
J heen made a Federal matter; but that 
it must devolve upon each ProYinco to 
enact laws and provide means for edu- 
cating its own youth. The framei-s of 
the Constitution wore doubtless iii- 
fluenced by good and sufiieientrcasoiin 
- in classing education amongst Provin- 
cial subjects; and nno can rciulily 
imderstand how difficult itwouUl be to 
frame a school system which would be 
applicable to every part aud suitcil to 
every community of the wido-spi-eadiuL;- 
Dominion. But,nevortheleSH, one can- 
lj,bt'aHidgether keep down a feeling of 
regret that education in the new Em- 
. pire could not have boon raised to th<i 
dignity of a luitional institution, 
n^eaving education wlitrci tlie Constitu- 
tion has jmtit, let us not overlook the 
importance of the duty, the nuignitude 
of the responsibility which tlius devol- 
ves upon British Columbia. If Knov,- 
ledge be Power, and if no nation can 
be truly great and ])o\Yerfid without it, 
how incumbent nuirit it be upon those 
intrusted witli tliu work (jf l.-iying the 
foundations of E in]iir(; in tlie \^ est to 
give earnest heed that a liberal and 
ellicieut system of education shall con- 
stitute a corner-stone in the noble edi- 
fice tliey are engtigcd in rearing. 
British Columbia has niad(» a liegin- 
ing; and altliough in floiuo res])eets far 
,t„j5foaXi being a perfect or adequatr 
measure, that Ijegiuning is in tlio riglit 
direction.

Eastern States. 

Ni!W YoiiK, Oct. '213.— A special dispatch 
from London says, that written judg- 
ment in the San Juan Arbitration only 
now reipiires the signature of tho 
Lmperor. It decides in favor of the U. 
S., making Canal de Haro tho boundary. 
Tlu^ cauBO of deloy in the judgment is that 
an I'higlish dii)lomatic intrigue is on foot 
tli.> object of which is made to delay the 
l-hnperor's judgment to the U. S. and to 
cause the ai-liili'ation to become a failure. 
Odd Russell, English Minister lit Berlin, 
tlutrefore, strives to jirevent the Ihiiperor 
actiiig ou the judgment, and is endeavor- 
ing to raise a fidae issue. Tho article in 
tho "Times" of Oct. 18th, was inspired by 
the Foreign Olliee and jn-esonts views of 
the ( idveriimeiit . It argues that the Ihii- 
pi ror may iloi'ide upon any tnw of three 
I'liaiuiels and falsify the words of the trea- 
ty. which reiiiiir<^s judgment uii two s)ieci- 
lied i)oints. Should lUissoU fail to get 
tho declaration favoring tho Rosario chan- 
nel for boundary, ho is to labor for a 
negative judgment ; that is, that neither 
l)e llaro nor tlic Uosario is tho channel 
deserilied ill the Treaty. Thus tho .Arbi- 
tration will fail like that submitted previ- 
oii.sly to the King of the Netherlands, who 
instead of giving a direct decision reeoni- 
meuded a compromiso. The efforts of 
Princess Victoria, the wife of tho Crow n 
Prince, have boon enlisted liy those engag- 
eil in the intrigue.HIlol icr, a .lew lianker, 
an intimate associate of Bismarck, is very 
useful in the matter to BusseU. He has 
just been a])[)oiutcd British Consul Gen- 
eral at Berlin. 

Tho horse disease which is raging in 
the cities of Western Now Yorkj has bro- 
ken out in Brooklyn with great violence. 
Iteporters who visited most of the princi- 
]ial stables say 7,000 horses alllicteil uj) to 
last evening. Disease spreails with ter- 
rible rapidity. It is stated that in one 
stahlo, in four hoai's from tho first case, 
1,000 horses wore attacked. Tliore are 
grave fears that Uie disease will spread so 
as to materially interrupt much ui the 
tratlic.

Suicide of an American Girl 
in London. 

It was stated a day or two ago that 
tho body of tho .young woman who 
dro-ivncd herself at AVaierloo Bridge a 
few evenings since has boeu idontitiod. 
Her name it appears was Alice Blanche 
Oswtdd, and she was within a fow days 
of completing hor twentieth year. At 
the inquest last night before Mr. 
Laugliam, tho following letter was put 
in and read. 

ITS Hiau sTKKET, Siiadweuj, London, ) 
September 3, 1872. j 

The crime that I am about to com- 
mit and what I must suffer hereafter 
is nothing compared to my present 
misery. Alone in London, not a penny 
or a friend to advise or lend a helping 
hand, tired and -weary with looking for 
something to do, failing in every way, 
footsore and lieart weary, I prefer 
death to the dtuvning of another 
wretched niorniiig. I have only been 
in Britain nine weeks. I eaino as nur- 
sery governess, with a iadyfroni Amer- 
ica to AVick, in Scotland, where she 
discharged me, refusing to pay my 
passage back, giving me my wages, 
£i\ lOs. After niy expenses to London 
I found ni.yself in this great city with 
ouly 5s. Wiiat was I to do V I sold 
my watch. The paltiy sum I obt.ained 
for that soon went in ])aying for niy 
board and in looking for a situation. 
Now I ai.'i destitute: every day is a 
misery to nie. No friend, no hope, no 
niuney; what is left? Oh, (lodofheaven 
have mercy on a poor, helpless sinner; 
thou knowest how I havo striven against 
this, but fate is against me. I cannot 
tread the ]iathofsin, forniy dead mother 
is watching mo. Fatherless, mother- 
l(!ss, home 1 have inuie. Oil, for the 
rarity of Christian hearts. I am now 
mad; for days I ]iav(! foreseen tiiat this 
would be tlie end. 'Slay all who hear 
of my deatli forgive nio, and may God 
Almighty do so, before whosobar Iinust 
soon a])])oar. Farewell to all, to this 
beautiful and vet vvretehod world, 
Ai.ici; Jh.ANciii-. Osw.MU). I am twenty 
years of age tho lith of this month. 

The jury returned a verdict of ' Sui- 
cide while in a staite of temjiorary in- 
sanity."
